G.S.R. 1313. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
'309 of the Constitution and in partial supersession of the late Ministry of Rehabi- 
litation Subordinate Offices (Non-gazetted staff) Recruitment Rules, 1957, pub- 
lished with the notification of the Government of India in the late Ministry of 
Rehabilitation No. SRO-475 dated the 28th January 1958, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of 
Upper Division Clerk in the Offices of the Central Claims Organisation and the 
Custodian of Deposits in the Department of Rehabilitation, namely: — 

1. Short Title and Commencement. — (l) These rules may be called the De- 
partment of Rehabilitation (Upper Division Clerks in the offices of the Central 
Claims Organisation and the Custodian of Deposits) Recruitment Rules, 1966. (2) 
These rules will come Into force on the date of their publication in the Office 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post of Upper Division Clerk 
as specified in column I of the Schedule to these rules.
